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Every soccer fan 
has his fond memo- 
ries — those match- 
es, players or 
moments he talks 
about for years after 
the event, re-living 
the excitement of the 


mind‘s eye. 

One of my fondest memo- 
ries is of a match at the unli- 
kely venue of Manly’s Cromer 
Park in Sydney's northern 
beach suburbs in 1978 when 
Inter Monaro — then newly 
promoted into the NSW State 
League — played Manly. 

The green and black-clad! 
“country cousins** were 
making one of their first ap- 
pearances in Sydney and made 
more than a few critics sit up 
and take notice —as did one of 
their players, a skilled, goal 
hungry young striker named 
Sebastian Giampaolo. 

The 19-year-old made a tre- 
mendous impression during 
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Silvio Demanuele 
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Despite his bad luck since arriving from 
Malta, Silvio Demanuele of Melita Eagles 
now wants to bring his wife Carol here, and 


settle in Australia. 


Carol is expecting their first child any day now. 

Demanuele, 22, suffered an injury in his first match in Avst- 
Talia — a youth league game — but in his first-grade debut on 
August 4, he scored the equaliser against Marconi. 

He played top-grade soccer in Malta from the age of 16, and 
Melita Eagles have an option to buy him from the Floriana club at 
the end of the season. 

Willie Vassallo, the Green Gully midfielder, remembers 
Demanuele as a budding young star who played alongside him 
just before Vassallo left for Melbourne. 

Demanvele was a regular in the Maltese national team, playing 
in European championship games against West Germany, Hol- 
land and Spain this year. 

Melita Eagles coach Raul Blanco regards him highly, as a 
“very sktlful player with an enormous future.”’

Giampaolo said he believed 
that if Monaro is not admitted 
to the NSL, the current side 
will disintegrate. 

“A lot of the players — 
myself included — decided to 
five this year a big shot with 
Monaro, but if we don't suc- 
ceed then we'll have to re- 
consider our futures with the 
club.’’ 

Giampaolo believes he has 
learnt a great deal from his ex- 
periences of the past six years. 

**To say I've matured would 
be an understatement,” he 
said. 

“T've learnt a lot about my 
own ability and about the 
game.”' 

He said he had made quite a 
number of “‘stupid mistakes’, 
the biggest being his decision 
to rush back into action in 1983 
while half fit. 

“During my stint with APIA 
between 1981 and 1983 I suffer- 
ed some bad injuries which I 
never really allowed to heal.

Giampaolo said he doesn't 
regret the move to Sydney and 
APIA. 

“YT learnt a lot about my 
game, improved as a player, 
and learnt that I had to be real- 
istic about what my body could 
and couldn't take.”’ 

He said the high point of his 
stint with APIA was winning 
the Philips Cup in 1982, some- 
thing that he feels is matched 
only by Monaro’s grand final 

‘win. 

“They were tremendous 
feats by both sides and the 
emotion on both occasions is 
something I’li remember for- 
ever.”” 

Giampaolo said he was un- 
certain how he developed his 
skills.

Even though Croatia

Three minutes later the bril- 
liant Biskic scored with a scin- 
ullating free kick which curled 
over Hellas’ bedraggted defen- 
sive wall and the head of 
poorly positioned Sproul. 

Jim Campbell completed 
the route three minutes from 
the end after Cumming cut 
loose deep in the Hellas half. 

The big win has put Croatia

minutes later Mullen was sha- 
king his head in bewilderment 
after Martin dribbled past him 
inside, repeat, inside the 
Brunswick Juventus area, then 
calmly stroked the ball into 
the path of a Brunswick Ju- 
ventus defender.

Craig Mackenzie 
end there. He’s capable of

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John Branch ie 
cided to stay on as 
president of Preston 
Makedonia this year 
because 
changes to the lea- 
gue’s format were 
crouched in un- 
certainty. There was 
a lot of speculation 
about how things 

| would go this year, so 
) I decided to stick 
around.”’ 


If that’s his criterion for sti- 
cking around, as he puts it, he 
could be president of Make- 
donia when the next century 
dawns. 

The uncertainty over the 
future of the NSL is not, how- 
ever, the only reason for 
Branov remaining at the helm 
of Makedonia. The club 
members want him to remain. 
And why not? His term as 
president, which started in 
1979, has ushered in the most 
Stable administrative era in 
the club’s history- 

Indeed, stability is a much 
needed ingredient in Austral- 
ian soccer, according to Bra- 
nov. 

“Stability on and off the 
field is one of the keys to suc- 
cess. That's undeniable Look 
at two of the most successful 
clubs in recent times, Sydney 
City and St George, and how 

, often they change their 
players or coach or adminis- 
trators,” said Branov 

Up until last month, Peter 
Ollerton was the third longest 
serving NSL coach Only 
Eddie Thomson and Frank 
Arok were appointed earlier 
than him. Again, we're back to 
the example set by Sydney 
City and St George. 

Okay. critics will say that 
Ollerton’s sacking isn't ex- 
actly an example of club stabi- 
lity at Makedonia but consider 
that since 1981, when Ollerton 

} was appointed, there have 
been over 50 coaching changes 
in the NSL! 

“We've had presidents in 
the past who had little say in 
policy making. That's been 
their 6wn decision. It certainty 
isn't how J view my role and I 
guess that the title makes it 
easier for you to push through 
issues without too much 
objection but, honestly, [ve 
had no more influence as pres- 
ident than I had as secretary 
or as vice-president.” 

The two bees in Branov’s 
bonnet are the structure of 
Australian soccer and lack of 
local council support. 

"The biggest single problem 
in Australian soccer is the 
sport’s administrative struc- 
ture, especially at national 
level. You've got a situation 
here where 24 of the best clubs 
in the country are denied a fair 
and reasonable say at ASF 
level, a level which makes 
decisions which directly affect 
the futures of these 24 clubs 

“We must be the only coun- 
try in the world where this 
happens. 

“You talk to the states, who 


make up the ASF, and they 


say: It’s not our fault, it’s the 
fault of the system. But what’s 
the system? 

“The ASF and state feder- 
ation people then think that the 
NSL is after power. That’s just 
not true. The NSL wants a fair 
and reasonable say in a deci- 
sion making process which 
directly affects them. And

that's all we want. A fair and 
reasonable say- 

*[ also beliéve that it’s vital 
that the NS1L stabilises the 
format of its competition 
There are problems of course, 
not the least being promotion 
and relegation and, of course, 
there dre no eusy solutions, 
but I believe that we cannot 
tolerate almost annual 
changes {o the league's for- 
mit” 

Makedonia currently is ne- 
goliating with the Preston city 
council for a long term lease of 
B T. Connor Reserve, the 
club's home ground. The coun- 
cil has proposed a 20 year lease. 
Makedonia wants a 2) year 
option added to that proposal. 
With that type of security. the 
club then can start its devel- 
opment plans which involve 
terracing and covering the 
outer part of the main ground, 
building dressing rooms on 
that side of the ground and let- 
ting juniors use the present 
dressing rooms, and covering 
the terraced area on the pav- 
thon side of the ground. 


“The Preston city council 
doesn’t seem to appreciate 
that there’s a major difference 
between the needs of a Nation- 
al League club and the needs 
of an Industrial League club. 
They say that both clubs are 
made up of local residents and 
that's that. 


“Sure, if we were, say a 
junior club, then we'd be well 
off. Our facilities would be ex-

That was 
true at the time hut our needs 
have changed.

Two of Makedonta's 
members stood for election to 
the Preston city council last 
November and lost. They 
didn't only stand to represent.

Fawkner kissed the 1984

Whilst the send-offs left both 
teams with 10. men each, the 
balance came down heavily on 
Falcons’ side, as Macleod's 
departure left a papire hole in 
Fawkner's back four. 

Fawkner’s remaining de- 
fenders seemed unable to sort 
out their marking responsi- 
bilities, as Russell Athersych 
demonstrated capably in the 
37th minute when he rounded 
McKinlay and shot home the 
winner. = 

Falcons, on the other hand, 
with Emil Bruns, who surely 
must the find of the season, 
putting Ian Tuffield in his 
pocket, went serenely along as 
if Clarke had never been there 
at all. 

It has to be said though, that 
Fawkner’s paucity of attack- 
ing ideas played right into Fal- 
cons’ hands.

Morton wants 
Juve in NSL

Ken Morton discarded by Heidelberg-Alexander last 
year, now is coaching full-time in Hobart end his club, 
Juventus, looks set to win the Tasmanian championship. 

We conducted the following interview with Morton. 





Juvertus is four points clear with five games remaining. Can 
you hold out and retain the title? 

A: Yes. From the position we're in now, we've got to go on and win 
the league. 


Have you enjoyed coaching and playing at Juventus this year? 

A: We've been doing well and I've enjoyed coaching at Juventus be- 
cause we've tried to play good soccer. We don't miss the midfield out. 
We stressed this year that we'd prefer to play a shorter-passing. game 
rather than long hopeful stuff. 


What positive things have you noticed in Tasmanian soccer 
this year? 

A; This year, the top three or four teams — Juventus, Rapid Olympia, 
University — have all tried to play a decent brand of soccer. There hasn't 
been a Jot of kick and rush stuff from the top teams and there haven't 
been a lot of physical games by the top teams. The top teams are prob- 
ably looking at the game tactically far better than before. 


How would yau describe your coaching philosophy? 

A: | like my teams to play simple soccer and | like players to play it 
simple. By that | don't mean | don’t like players with flair. | do like players 
with flair, providing they use that flair in the right areas. 


What else do you do, other than coach Juventus? 

A: That in itself is a full-time job because | have ail the underage 
teams to look after, and the coaches to look after, and then there's the 
reserve side and the senior side. I’ve also just run a Level 2 coaching 
course and I'm coach of the Tasmanian under 14 side which will be 
contesting the national titles in Newcastle soon. 


Will you leave Tasmaiia next season? 

A: It's something 1 have to consider shortly. | would be very reluctant 
to leave because | maintain that Tasmania is good enough it has players 
here good enough. to compete in the National League and if the National 
Conference splits, with the Brisbane teams going into the Sydney group, 
then I think Tasmania should try desperately hard to get a northern team 
and a southern team into that Melbourne Conference. If that happens, 
obviously, | would prefer to stay here. | like Tasmania as a place.
